Governor Cam pbell Say* Laws 
Are Own Defender*. 
Sherm an. Aug. 22.—T h ere w ere TOO 
persons at th e opera house W ednesday 
to hear G overnor Campbell m ake a s 
address. 
T h e governor contended that 
the law s passed b y the Thirtieth leg­ 
islature w ere their own defenders. 
H e I 
challenged any one to lay a finger upon J 
a statu te passed at the last session ! 
that was not beneficial to Texas. 
R eferring to the tax laws, he called 
special attention to the fact that un­ 
der the ouerarion of the autom atic tax 
bill this will be the first tim e In the 
history of T exa s wheiC T ex as children 
will be given six m on th s’ schooling. 
T h e tax levy of 12 1-2 cen ts, he said, 
will next year be reduced to 6 cents, 
when the full froce and effect of the 
new law shall h ave com e into play. 
H is rem arks on the tax m atters w ere 
received in respectful silence. 
H e had no apologies, he said, to o f­ 
fer any n ew spap er that had been con­ 
trolled or Influenced by trusts to op­ 
pose him, for any conduct of h im self 
or for any laws passed by the Thir­ 
tieth legislature 
H e grew rather ve­ 
hem ent at 
this 
point, and 
w as ap­ 
plauded. 
He stated that In the m atter of an ti­ 
trust laws, if the anti-lobbying bill had 
not been passed that the 
legislature 
would at this tim e be still assem bled 
H e declared h e would spend every 
cen t placed at his disposal to bring 
H enry Clay Pierce back to T exa s for 
trial. 
H e dw elt at so m e length upon what 
he declared w ere the efforts in Texa* 
of the tru sts to seek a hiding place 
behind the F ederal courts.

An Austin report in the bagle 
I of yesterday contains the following 
interesting data relative to taxa­ 
tion: 
“ The^ state autom atic tax 
board, created by an act of the 
T hirtieth 
legislature, 
and com­ 
posed of the governor, comptroller 
and secretary of state, met and 
fixed the ad valorem tax rate at 
12 i-2 cents per $100 valuation. 
T his rate is a great reduction from 
that of last year, which was 20 
cents per $100. 
T he 12 1-2 cents 
rate was based on the total assess­ 
ed valuation of the state, which 
was found to be $1,707,615,458. 
T his is an increase of $386,455,589 
over the 1906 assessment, and in­ 
cludes $172,000,000 intangible as­ 
sets. 
The reduction in tax re­ 
deems the governor’s promise, and 
it is estim ated th at the people will 
pay 
less taxes, notw ithstanding 
the great increase in taxable valu­ 
ation.’’
